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PACIFIC NORTHWEST COIN CONVENTION 

CENTRALIA, WASHINGTON, MAY 15-16, 1948 

By Haven Petersen and Gene DeNise 

To coin collectors here in the Pacific northwest, the name, Loyd B. Gettys 
just meant “president of the American Numismatic Association” until May 
15th and 16th when the Oregon Numismatic Society (Portland, Oregon), and 
the Seattle Coin Club (Washington) held its fifth annual meeting in Centralia 
Washington, at the Lewis-Clark Hotel. Now that we have met him, it means

the establishing of a friendship and the renewing of an interest in the further- 
ance of numismatics. This was the first time the two clubs have ever been 
honored by the company of a national officer serving in his ofiScial capacity. 

Ralph Mitchell, of Bakersfield, California, and past second vice president 
of the American Numismatic Association was the first to check in at the hotel. 
He spoke Saturday evening, giving his 112th talk on odd and curious coins 
of the world. To many, he opened the door to a fascinating new phase of 
numismatics. Mr. Mitchell’s display included monies used many years before 
the birth of Christ; a red-headed woodpecker’s scalp used by our own American 
Indians; and emergency money issued by towns and companies situated all 
over the globe. 

An informal dinner was served in the Lewis-Clark ballroom at 7 o’clock. 
Paul M. Fouts, master of ceremony and district secretary of western 
Washington, introduced the honor guests, Mr. Gettys and Mr. Mitchell; the 
president of the Oregon Numismatic Society and district secretary of Oregon, 
Uoyd Ruff; the president of the Seattle Coin Club, Bert Wagner; the district 
secretary of eastern Washington, Christian M. Petersen; the convention 
chairman, Howard Glickert, and his assistant, Stephen Bibler; secretary of 
the Seattle club, Mrs. D. D. DeNise who had charge of notifying the Washington 
members of the convention. 

Following Mr. Mitchell’s speech, technicolor pictures of the salvaging of 
two million dollars worth of canned salmon from the sunken Diamond Knot 
were shown. 

A snappy auction of donated coins to help defray expenses was conducted 
by Bert Wagner and concluded the evening’s entertainment. 

Sunday morning, a meeting of the executive officers of the two clubs 
organized a board of trustees to arrange for the convention each year. It was 
decided to meet each year the Saturday and Sunday in May following Mother’s 
Day. Each club is to have charge on alternate years. The board members 
appointed by the presidents of the respective clubs are: Chairman, Lloyd Ruff, 
Portland; Assistant Chairman, Wilbur Daniel, Seattle; Secretary, Dr. Thompson, 
Portland, and Treasurer, Stephen Bibler, Seattle. 

By dinner time, the registration was well above eighty according to 
Kenneth Howell, registration clerk. The lobby of the Lewis-Clark Hotel had 
been turned over to the displays. A high, paper covered table ran the length 
of the room while smaller tables were set up on the upper level. The beautifully 
arranged collections were shown to the best advantage by strategically placed 
fluorescent lights. It was estimated that the exhibits exceeded $100,000 in value. 
James Kendrick, desk sergeant of the Centralia police department and an 
ardent numismatist, arranged the protection. 

Howard Glickert, convention chairman, greeted the guests and introduced 
Paul Fouts, master of ceremony. Mr. Fouts in turn introduced Lloyd Ruff 
who spoke on the individual club’s relationship to the national organization; 
Stephen Bibler, who read a paper on the general aspects of coin collecting; 
Ralph Mitchell, Mrs. Ruth Thompson, secretary of the Oregon club; Dr. 
Thompson who presented Frank “Shorty” Powell and Dave Wetsell of Portland 
in an amusing skit on “doing what comes naturally”; and Loyd Gettys, president 
of the American Numismatic Association, who answered questions brought up 
by Mr. Ruff regarding the functions of the American Numismatic Association, 
gave the definition for a “booster,” urged qualified members to participate in 
the work of the national organization but warned against running for an office 
unless he were willing to spend time and money. He closed by illustrating 
subjects which can be used in giving talks to non-numismatic groups as well 
as making one’s own club meeting more interesting, and displayed numerous 
coins attractively arranged in plastic containers. 

This was Mr. Gettys’ thirteenth visit with coin clubs holding conventions 
throughout the United States this year. This generous giving of his time and 
energy toward the furtherance of numismatics has undoubtedly helped much 
toward the breaking of an all-time membership enrollment record in the 
American Numismatic Association (see May 1948, Numismatist), 

The convention closed with an auction conducted by John Slusher, Portland, 
and Bert Wagner, Seattle. 

Besides the attractive green and gold badges, the usual medals showing 
the two states were given to each registrant. 
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^ Waldo ChristGnsGn, SGattlG, addGd much to thG fun of thG occasion by 
taking candid camera shots of people viewing the displays and conversing 
Later, these will be auctioned at a Seattle club meeting.

So that Mr. Gettys would have ‘‘something to remember us by’* the 
northwest coin clubs gave him an Indian made totem pole just the right size 
to dominate his desk. 

If everyone present didn’t go home with something new in his pocket, 
and increased knowledge of the field of Numismatics, then this reporter is 
very much mistaken.

It is too early to give a comprehensive report of all the war damage but 
the greatest losses were suffered in Berlin and the East. Outside of the 
collections in Russian-occupied and Polish-administered territories the 
collections of the Kaiser Friedrich Museum, Berlin, (about 500 000 pieces) 
the Ducal Museum, Gotha (180,000), Dresden (Gruenes Gewoelbe) the 
collection of the University of Leipzig and the Magdeburg, Halberstadt and 
Erfurt Museums have disappeared. 

Portions of the Reichsbank Museum, Berlin, stored in the Western Zone 
have been secured by the Military Government. ’ 

In the West, the situation is more favorable, and the collections at 
Munich, Hamburg, Frankfort, Cologne, Bonn, Karlsruhe, Stuttgart, Brunswick 
Mayence and Trier, and others, are intact. 

Private collections in the East have mostly been lost. In the West, those 
of more than RM 2,000. — value had to be registered, but were left with the 
owners, if of historical value. 

The German Numismatic Association, founded in 1938, has been dissolved; 
its Jahrbuch appeared for four years (1938-1941). The Hamburg Numismatic 
Club (Verein d.Muenzfreunde) interrupted its sessions only briefly in 1945 
and has since doubled its membership roster. The Fr^kfurt Numismatic 
Society was restored in 1946. The Berlin Numismatic Society, after many 
difficulties, has been founded anew in 1948. Other clubs and societies are 
still inactive, or no news to the contrary has come through. The German 
Muenzblaetter of Berlin last appeared with the July/September number, 1943, 
and the Blaetter fuer Muenzfreunde of Halle in May/June, 1942. Nothing is 
known yet about their resumption. W. Jesse and R. Goettens’ Handbook of 
Numismatics of North and Central Europe has only been published as vol. I, 
part 1 and 2. However, in 1947, the Hamburg Contributions to Numismatics 
appeared for the first time, and no. 2 is at the printer’s. In May, 1947, a 
Convention of numismatists from the Western Zones was held. Another is 
planned for May, 1948. 

The formerly very active numismatic trade is still non-existent here. At 
the moment, legal difficulties do not permit dealing in coins or silver or gold, 
so that since the end of the war no auctions have been held, nor stock lists 
issued, at least not of the former size. 
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ALL ROADS LEAD TO BOSTON FOR THE

TTig convention host, The Boston Numismatic Society, issued a 
medal in three metals, in 1873. The medal may be identified as bearing 
on one side the seal of the Society and on the other side that of the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society. Should any reader have 
these items for sale or to loan at the convention exhibition, please write 
to pre-convention headquarters, 11 South Fairview Street, Roslindale, 
Boston 31, Massachusetts. 

The Society’s sixtieth anniversary, coinciding with the Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary in 1920, was the occasion for the striking of a bronze med^ 
(designed by Kilenyi) which is well known in American numismatic 
circles. A recent find of some of these 1920 medals in the original WTap- 
pings and containers now places a few available to collectors. 

A .third medal was struck in 1935 to commemorate the seventy-fifth 
year of organization. The medal, struck in silver to the number of one 
hundred and two specimens, was presented to each member in good 
standing and to various numismatic societies in the United States and 
abroad. 

A fourth medal in bronze, in memory of Shepard Pond and to cele- 
brate the eighty-fifth anniversary of the Society was distributed in 1945 
in the same manner as the 1935 medal. 

A fifth numismatic item was adopted in 1921 as the official ANA 
convention badge, it with an attaching pin on the back, or without the 
pin as a cabinet specimen. The design is the landing of the Pilgrims. 
The Mayflower is seen riding at anchor in the water. On the left are 
the Pilgrims saluting the Indians on the right. At the top center is the 
ANA seal. The inscription around the circumference is “American 
Numismatic Association, Aug., 1921. Boston.” A specimen will be on 
display at the convention. 

Two attractive 1948 numismatic souvenirs are to be distributed to 
all convention registrants. In fact, please be prepared for ten or more 
souvenirs, all worthy of retaining as permanent memories of Boston’s 
generosity. There’s a bag full for each guest. 

All text and advertisements for the Official Convention Booklet are 
now in the hands of the printer. Every ANA member should receive a 
copy of this elaborate publication well before convention time. You will 
find a bid sheet for the extensive two-session auction sale. Mail your 
bids early. Help the auctioneer. He is handling upwards of eleven thou- 
sand copies. This distribution is one of several new records made and 
to be made at the Boston convention. 

May we remind travelers on the way to and from Boston, who may 
wish to visit other New England exhibition and famous collections, plan 
for ample time to browse around. While New England is jammed with 
all manner of attractions, we shall list a few numismatic spots without 
attempting to arrange them according to their importance. 

The famous Mitchelson collection in the Hartford, Connecticut, State 
Library should be a must. Call for James Brewster, the State Librarian. 
The Worcester, Massachusetts, Antiquarian Society is preparing for con- 
vention visitors. At Salem, Mass., reserve some time for a visit to the 
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Essex Institute, where Miss Maida Becket, the Museum Assistant, is 
expanding the area for numismatic treasures. At this point and at the 
Peabody Museum Olde New England memories are revived. If we were 
to list all the early American treasures on view in New England, we 
would require a book larger than this magazine. We are limited in our 
available space. Convention guests should be prepared with unlimited 
time, otherwise they must needs come back a second or more visits. 

Another reminder for train and air travelers. There is regular bus 
service between the airport and the Copley Pl 2 iza Hotel. The hotel is 
within a short walk of the Back Bay Station of the New Haven Rail- 
road. Only one block away is the Huntington Avenue Station on the 
Boston and Albany R.R. Entrance from the north is by way of the 
Boston and Maine Road at the North Station and requires a trip across 
the city to reach the Hotel. 

A reduction in registration fees will increase the attendance. Entire 
families are planning their vacations for the convention period. We have 
heard from Maine to California, Florida to State of Washington, Canada, 
South Africa and Europe. 

As we write these lines we learn that the hotel accommodations 
are rapidly filling up. Don’t delay your reservations. However, the over- 
fiow hotels are within a block or two from our headquarters. 

One more message to you in the August NuTnismdtist and we will 
have concluded a long series of notes to you and you and you, all of 
whom we are personally inviting to Boston, The Hub of the Universe, 
The Athens of America, The Ideal Vacation Spot of the Country the 
seat of the BEST CONVENTION, at the Copley Plaza Hotel.

In recent numbers of The Numismatist our able General Chairman, 
Henry Schuhmacher, has pointed out to us the charm and the fitting 
historical atmosphere, the excellent hotel accommodation, and the splen- 
did arrangements which are being completed to make this year’s National 
Convention a joy and a privilege for all members to attend. 

Boston, as we all recognize, has all of this to perhaps a greater 
degree than any other center in the entire United States of America.

They will be days of happy memories that will remain with 
you through the rest of your life.

What makes the Greek series of such great interest to numismatic 
students is the paucity of direct documentation available on Greek coin- 
age. However, the reliability of indirect historical documentation rein- 
forced by logical deductions and reasoning enable the students to make 
attributions which are as reliable as those which would be based on actual 
numismatic documents authorizing certain specific issues. 

The Spanish series, next to the Greek, also challenges the interest of 
the numismatic student because while many of them are fully documented 
there are so many countermarked issues which have to be attributed by 
means of purely historical non-numismatic records reinforced by logical 
conclusions. Many Hispanic coins have for years been ascribed to certain 
cities and colonies, merely because some cataloguer believed that they 
were from these places and no reasons have been given as to why they 
believe that they were issued in those localities. 

In the case of Hispano-Philippine coins, these erroneous listings have 
been most frequent and most exasperating to collectors of the Philippine 
series. The first countermarked issues of 1828 needed no documentation 
because with the legend MANILA 1828, the coin documents itself and 
dealers and cataloguers have to regretfully ascribe the coin to other than 
West Indian provenance. 

We are not so fortunate, however, with respect to the 1832 and 1835 
Crown countermarks that superceded the Manila 1828 countermark. In 
spite of his publication years ago in The Numismatist of translations of 
the Royal Edicts proclaimed in Manila authorizing these countermarks, 
the author finds that dealers still continue to list them in the more popu- 
lar and more expensive West Indian series or make the concession that 
they are from Manila and Havana or Puerto Rico and the Philippines. 
After the Spanish- American War, returned soldiers did not bring any 
guerrilla currency back home as souvenirs but they did take along many 
a pocketful of the countermarked P.l. coins which were as common as dirt ‘ 
in Manila in 1898 and 1899. Collections consisting of several hundreds of 
these abounded in Manila and there were no such collections in Cuba or 
Puerto Rico but they continued to be listed as West Indian. Herrera and 
his monumental work EL DURO also published these Royal decrees but 
to no avail because even in 1947 one can still find them listed as Havana 
and San Juan coins. 

There is another coin that is also sometimes listed as coming from 
Peru when it is clearly a Philippine countermark. Duffield, in his series of 
articles on Countermarked Coins of the World, correctly lists this coin as 
coming from Manila, but in spite of this, there are some who continue to 
ascribe it to Lima. It is a Bolivian Spanish American coin countermarked 
with the letters MLA in monogram. 

The author was fortunate to be able to purchase this identical coin 
and upon its reception the reason for the countermark was most obvious. 
The PTS mintmark of the coin had been substituted with the MO mint- 
mark of the Mexico mint as this mintmark was preferred by Oriental 
money changers. This mutilation was observed by the Intendencia (Treas- 
ury) officials and in order to permit its circulation it was countermarked 
with the MLA Manila countermark. To students who have given special 
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attention to the translation of Spanish documents and the Spanish system 
of abbreviation there is considerable difference between the LMA mono- 
gram of the Lima mint and the MLA monogram of the Manila mint. 

The next countermark that is sometimes erroneously listed as coming 
from Martinique is the Pillar dollar countermarked MR. There are no 
documents which are related to this issue but there are more reasons to 
ascribe it to Manila than to say that it is West Indian. There is assurance 
that no French or British island colony would use a Spanish monogram 
MR (MARTINIQUE RESELLADO). It would have insisted on a French 
or English monogram which definitely would not have been MR. Further- 
more these coins have been found in Manila by Manila collectors. The 
monogram could be MORELOS RESELLADO but that assumption can 
be dismissed because it antidates the Mexican revolution period. If it had 
been used at that time the countermark would also be found on the bust 
type of Spanish American coins. This countermark is, as far as I know, 
only found on the pillar type dollars and on the earlier cobs, therefore, we 
may with consistency eliminate it from the Mexico series. However, 
because of the absence of documentary confirmation and although we 
know that it is not a Martinique and not a Morelos countermark, we 
would be justified in saying that it is very probably a Philippine counter- 
mark. We have, however, not lost the hope that in the Manila archives 
that remain, there will be found data that will definitely place the coin as 
a Philippine issue. The IR countermarks (INTENDENCIA RESE LLA DO ) 
used in Manila between 1870 and 1875 helps one further to believe that 
the MR countermark was a Manila RESELLADO countermark of the 
preceding century. 

One of the most interesting and intriguing countermarks found on 
Spanish American coins is the oval, lion countermark that is found almost 
exclusively on the pillar dollars of 1750 to 1765. Herrera, in his monu- 
mental work, EL DURO, mentions this countermark and erroneously 
ascribes it to Leon, Nicaragua. On page 120 of Volume I, he has the head- 
ing: “Nicaragua,” followed by “El Leon de las Armas de Leon de Nica- 
ragua.” It is not understood why he made this heraldic error because our 
friend, Dudley Butler will agree with me that the lion of the City of Leon 
in Nicaragua, although decidedly rampant definitely faces the east while 
the Spanish lions rampant and the lions of this countermark always face 
the west. 

Following this lead of Herrera, Schulman and other dealers have 
listed these coins in several sales as having been countermarked in Nica- 
ragua. In a recent sale of Wayte Raymond, this coin is listed as from 
Guatemala, but with the saving statement that “its provenance was 
doubtful.” By a clerical error the lion was converted to an eagle but as 
stated, this was merely a clerical error although we have seen some regal 
lions on Spanish colonial coins which had a greater resemblance to an 
embryonic rat than to a regal Spanish lion. 

Besides this heraldic reason, we may also maintain that if it had been 
countermarked in Central America in colonial times, the colonial officials 
would not have countermarked another or a mere colonial lion, over the 
two honest to goodness regal lions that were already on the coin. If it had 
been countermarked after the revolution, the revolutionary government 
would have utilized the circular countermark with three mountains and 
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sun which Herrera mentions in the subsequent paragraph of the same 
page. 

The author was fortunately able to purchase one and to find locally 
another one of these coins before the war and on comparison with a 
Brabant lion countermarked on a Brabant Philips daaler in his collection, 
he was led to believe that this countermark was neither a Central Amer- 
ican nor a Spanish countermark. The type of engraving, which is very 
meticulous and clean, one could say also very artistic, leads one to believe 
that it was a countermark struck on these pillar dollars in Java or some- 
where in the Dutch Indies. 

It was a very pleasant experience of repurchasing a few weeks ago 
the identical Philipsdaaler above mentionedf rom a Chinese silversmith 
who had purchased it either from the Japs or from looters and what 
makes it more enjoyable, at silver metal price. This further leads me to 
believe that I was right in stating that it is very probable that the coun- 
termark belongs to the Dutch East Indies series. Because of the absence 
of numismatic literature in Manila, no serious study of this countermark 
can be made by the author but it is hoped that some numismatists who 
have specialized in Dutch countermarks and who have access to numis- 
matic literature can give more light on the subject and the coin rescued 
from its present somewhat uncertain provenance. Anyway, the writer is 
positive that this countermark is definitely not that of the lion of Leon in 
Nicaragua. Any collector of Spanish- American coins who has a Procla- 
mation peseta of Ferdinand VII struck at the City of Leon in Nicaragua 
in 1808 can plainly see that the rampant lion of that coin is definitely 
“ramping” to the east and that furthermore he is on a pedestal while the 
lion on our countermark, like the lions of Brabant and of Zeeland is going 
in the other directions and is walking on an empty space, in the clouds, 
as it were. 

Will some expert on the coinage of Zeeland and Brabant help us out? 

Another Philippine countermark that is worthy of mention is a very 
late one but it shows how, without actual documentation, we can some- 
times find a very reliable clue as to its origin. 

Collectors of recent Philippine coins sometimes found the 1903-06 
series in silver and nickle countermarked with a small S or C. Usually C 
on the higher denomination and S on the minor coins. This remained a 
mystery for many years until we found a complete collection of the Fort 
Stotsenburg brass army canteen tokens with the identical countermarks 
found on the legal tender coins. That solved the problem. We now defi- 
nitely know that the countermarks were placed on the coins at the U. S. 
Army camp’s reservation at Fort Stotsenburg. Efforts to find out the 
why and the when have been fruitless but Philippine collectors now know 
where these little letters were placed on the regular Philippine coins in 
clear violation of a law prohibiting the defacing of legal tender. 

There are other uncertain Spanish- American countermarks but these 
are only given as examples of coins which are made more interesting by 
the lack of positive proof as to where they came from and of coins, which 
were doubtful but which are now definitely given a home. 

The lion countermark is one of the most intriguing of the many 
countermarks that have been placed on the world’s most famous dollar, 
the Dos Mundos or Pillar dollar of 1732 to 1772. 
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The first of the Visigothic Kings to 
make a Spanish city the capital of the 
kingdom was Athanagild (554-567) 
who fixed his residence at Toledo. The 
next king, Liuva I, returned to France 
leaving his brother Leovgild as ruler 
in Spain. On the death of the former, 
Leovgild became sole ruler and the 
capital returned to Toledo to remain 
thereafter in Spain.

The picture on the obverse on the above coins refers to a story from 
the history of Crailsheim, and goes back to the time when the city, 
belonging to the Princes of Lohenhoag, was besieged by the troops of 
the free cities of Franconia, in the winter of 1379-80. The enemy expected 
the surrender of the fortified village as the result of having starved it 
out, but one fine day the wife of the Mayor mounted the walls of the 
town, and through a loophole that was extra wide on the wall (just 
right of the highest tower on the coins), showed to the enemy “the 
prolongation of the small of her back!” That was sufficient to convince 
the besieging army of the fact that Crailsheim was very far from being 
starved out, and they gave up the siege and withdrew.

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THE^ AMERICA N NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION CONVEN TION 

By LOUIS S. WERNER, Sergeant-at-Arms 

All A.N.A. conventions are different, because they are all held in different 
cities, the sights to be seen are different, the entertainment provided for your 
enjoyment is different and the exhibits of numismatic material are different 
and varied. 

The secret of making anything a success, of course, is to plan and manage. 
Government, business or other large enterprises cannot be made to run 
smoothly and be a success v^ithout planning and management, nor can any 
A.N.A. convention be a success unless it is properly planned and managed. 

To assure successful A.N.A. conventions, a survey of conventions began 
many years ago. During that period of observation, various types of conventions 
were visited and studied. The reports and charts of this survey was submitted 
to President Leon Belt and the Board of Governors in 1946. After carefully 
studying and analyzing the reports and charts, they adopted a set of Regulations 
and a Guide for Convention Committees, suitable for a Host Club's use, in 
planning and managing a convention successfully. The President also appoints 
a committee of experienced men, capable of advising and guiding the Host Club 
during the convention. This committee is known as the A.N.A. Convention 
Committee, Colonel Joseph Moss is the present chairman. The first experiment 
of the Regulation and Guide for Committees was tested at the Buffalo 
Convention 1947, very successfully. 

To define the meaning of a successful convention, it would mean as 
follows: A very good attendance, splendid exhibits, lots of enthusiasm, and 
good fellowship. 

In planning, numerous things must be considered, nothing must be 
overlooked or taken for granted. There are a multitude of small details 
which defy classifications, but each one is important during the convention. 
The first step is promoting the attendance for the convention. What brings 
people to our conventions — What attracts them? After careful observations 
and many talks with our older and younger members, we list these attendance 
incentives as paramount. 

1 Character and extent of exhibits. 

2 Education program - A program that brings to those who attend, 
the interesting and educational highlights in Numismatics during the 
various lectures. 

3 Entertainment and recreation features - These we believe actually 
deliver maximum attendance. However, there is another factor which 
we considered throughout our planning. What will the individual get 
for his money! What can we give him to take back with him! 

Exhibits — We are of course, most desirous of obtaining the most interesting, 
valuable and diversified exhibits possible. Every member has a collection of 
interesting numismatic material that he is proud of and we are sure his fellow 
collector would like to see. The public in general, who always visit our 
conventions to view our exhibits, are good prospects for our hobby. We 
encourage members attending conventions to bring along an exhibit. Our 
organization has plenty of exhibit cases available, to take care of every type 
of numismatics (coins, paper money and medals). Each and every exhibit 
is insured by the Host Club free of charge to the exhibitor. Of course, the 
cooperation between the exhibitor and the committee is very important. The 
advantage of this cooperation, allows the committee time to arrange for a 
more diversified exhibit. 

Educational program — The purpose, to advance the Science of Numis- 
matics. Our organization has a very fine collection of numismatic slides, 
supervised by a committee, who are experts in every field. The program is 
arranged where this committee will deliver lectures. We are fortunate having 
such a committee during a convention, delivering lectures and promoting 
our hobby. 

Entertainment — Our convention cities have many natural vacation and 
entertainment attractions. We make every effort to bring these to the attention 
of our members. The Publicity Director of every city is consulted for the 
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finest literature and pictures. This material is published in The Numismatist 
during the entire year by the Host Club. Besides the natural entertainment 
attractions of the city, professional entertainment is provided. 

The convention is also the annual meeting of the Association, where the 
members see the Association in action. Often members who have had no 
close connection with the Association, than through correspondence, get their 
first view of the efficiency of their officers in the organization at the meetings. 
The purpose of the annual meeting of the association are usually many. We 
want to disseminate information about the association, about our problems, 
we want to find and develop inspiration, to do a better job for the Association 
and our hobby. Our Association is on parade in the meeting room and will 
be judged by the type of meeting. We want to make it a full-dress parade, 
with lots of showmanship, we want to have fellowship and a good time. Good 
friends in the Association, fellows who like and respect each other are the 
backbone, and will make our Association a success. 

During the annual meeting, the Board of Governors selects the club and 
city which will be the Host for the coming convention. The Host Club appoints 
one of their own members who will act as the General Chairman for the 
convention; he is responsible for the success of the convention.

The Boston Numismatic Society is 
the Host Club with Henry Schuhmacher, General Chairman. No doubt, you 
read in every issue of the 1948 Numismatist, the very interesting articles 
printed on so many pages, about the City of Boston and inviting you with 
your family and friends to attend the A.N.A. convention. Before the close of 
the convention, many more words will be printed on so many pages in The 
Numismatist, also using other mediums of advertising, welcoming you to their 
beautiful and historical city of Boston. 

Why should you bring your mother, wife and daughters to the conven- 
tion ? Read the 1948 May issue in The Numismatist, page 305, by Mrs. Shepard 
Pond. Yes, a very special program was arranged for the ladies only. For the 
coin collector attending the convention, a fine numismatic program was 
arranged for him (the A.N.A. members exhibits, the dealers bourse, the auc- 
tion and the splendid numismatic collections that will be on special exhibit 
in many of the Boston’s Museums and Libraries during the convention). The 
City of Boston can also claim its firsts in numismatics. The first medal pre- 
sented to Gen. George Washington by Congress, “Washington before Boston.” 
The early American coins of the Colonies, Massachusetts, Boston Mint 1652. 
Another first that Boston would like to claim, the first to pass the 1947 Buf- 
falo, A.N.A. Convention attendance record. For this claim, they need the 
cooperation of every A.N.A. member.

C. H. Williams of Green Bay, Wisconsin, died May 3. fie was 80 years of 
age. Born in 1868 in Pareeville, Columbia County, Wiscorfein, he had been a 
coin collector since early boyhood. He was also interested in Indian relics 
and postal stamps. 



James Alfred Hector died in the Ottawa Civic Hospital in the early hours 
of May 18th, after a brief illness. He was born in Toronto on June 18, 1897, 
and received his education in the schools of that city. 


In his early years he had followed the sea, and had visited most parts of 
the world in so doing. He later took up accountancy, and for some years was 
associated with the Willys-Overland Co. in Toronto. His fondness for precision 
work and fine craftsmanship, however, led him to study the craft of watch- 
making and instrument-making, and on completion of his studies he secured a 
position with the National Research Council at Ottawa. He later transferred 
to the Dominion Observatory, where he was employed at the time of his death. 


His interests were wide and varied, and he had at one time or another 
been a collector of rare books and of stamps. Of late years, however, his coins 
became his chief hobby, and he had succeeded in building up a very fine 
collection. He specialized in the regnal coinage of British North America, and 
his cabinet contained a virtually complete series of the coins of Canada, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward Island, lacking only one or two 


of the greater rarities. He had also a very fine general collection, and a small, 
but choice, series of gold coins. 

Mr. Hector was a natural student, and it was second nature with him to 

make himself a master of anything he took up. It was he who discovered 

and announced (Numismatist, August, 1947) the “dot" variety of certain 

Canadian coins dated 1936. That he had a very keen numismatic eye is 

sufficiently indicated by the fact that, although these coins had been issued 
for over ten years, they had passed entirely unnoticed until his announcement, 
while he had first noted the variety within about three years of its release. 


His store of numismatic knowledge was great, and was most freely at 
the disposal of any coin collector. He was a tower of strength to the small 
local group, and his passing leaves a grievous gap in its ranks. 

He was a member of the Horological Institute of Great Britain, the Ottawa 
Coin Club and. of course, the A. N. A. He belonged to the Masonic Order, first 
the Bay of Quinte Lodge, and later Civil Service Lodge, A. F. and A. M. He is 
sur\iv^ by his widow, the former Ethel Stanley, and a brother, Walter, of

It wouldn’t do any 
good anyway, for there are always 
those who will continue to send in 
reports that are written in an illegible 
scrawl on both sides of a single sheet 
of paper, and mailed a day or so after 
the deadline. 

We do all we can to assist such 
secretaries and implore their fellow 
members to be patient in the event 
the reports of their meetings are 
incorrect and tardy.

Nominations 

Elsewhere in this issue is a report 
of Nominations for Officers for the 
election to be held August 21-25, 1948. 
It will be observed that with a mem- 
bership in excess of 8000 and with 
more than 200 local affiliated clubs, 
the number of nominations is very 
small. An interest and concern in the 
administration of your Association 
should be reflected in a more active 
participation in the nomination and 
election of your officers. 


Election 

On or about July 15 you should 
receive the official ballot for the 
election. It will bear the names of 
candidates who accepted their nomi- 
nations in writing on or before June 
22, the official closing date. Inclosed 
with the ballot will be a brief intro- 
duction of the candidates, prepared 
only from information supplied by 
them, and intended to assist you in 
making a choice of candidates for 
your own vote. Please mark the 
ballot in accordance with instructions 
thereon and mail it promptly to the 
office of the General Secretary. Sealed 
ballots may be delivered to the Gen- 
eral Secretary at the convention but 
no duplicate ballots will be available 
to those at the convention who “for- 
got and left them at home.” Those 
not delivered at the convention must 
reach the office of the General- Sec- 
retary prior to August 16. Those 
received after that date and before 
August 20 will be forwarded to Boston 
but may arrive too late to be counted. 

Proxies 

Included with the ballot will be a 
blank Proxy Form. If you do not 


expect to be present at the convention 
you may specifically designate on this 
Proxy some other member who is 
thus authorized to vote on convention 
business (only, not election). These 
Proxy Forms must be mailed to the 
General Secretary in advance of the 
convention. It has been more than 
ten years since there was an actual 
proxy vote at a convention. Such a 
vote would serve no useful purpose 
on motions that are carried unani- 
mously, but the filing of such a form 
will giv^e you a voice at the convention 
on any matters which might arise on 
which there is a difference of opinion. 


Membership Dues 

The present rate of annual mem- 
bership dues, including subscription to 
The Numismatist, of $3.00, was estab- 
lished in 1924, an action which con- 
stituted a slight increase at that time. 
During the past 24 years the Associa- 
tion has been able to operate, in spite 
of increased costs on most items of 
expenditure, without a further in- 
crease in dues, although advertising 
rates in The Numismatist have been 
increased substantially several times. 
This was possible only by strict econ- 
omy, limited activity, and the fact 
that the various offices of the Asso- 
ciation were maintained at some per- 
sonal expense to the officers. During 
the past year or two it is common 
knowledge that all items of expense, 
and especially that of printing, have 
increased sharply. It is no longer pos- 
sible to maintain a membership for 
$3.00 a year, and now, after 24 years, 
an increase in dues is inevitable. This 
is a matter that will be discussed at 
the Boston convention and the action 
taken, after all of the facts have been 
presented, will be an action by the 
membership itself, voting in person or 
by proxy. Any increase in dues that 
may be authorized will be the mini- 
mum that will be adequate to meet 
the increased expense of continuing 
the activities of the Association, and 
every member will naturally want to 
bear his fair share of this expense. 

Any change in the amount of the 
annual dues will require some adjust- 
ment in the accounts of those 
members who now have a credit on 
advance dues. Payments received on 
and after July 1, 1948, can only be 
credited in the amount received and 
not as a payment of dues for any 
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specified period. There will, of course, 
be a corresponding increase in the 
subscription rate to non-member sub- 
scribers, effective for new subscrip- 
tions entered after January 1, 1949 
and at expiration of present subscrip- 
tions. New or renewal subscriptions 
cannot be accepted at the present rate 
for expiration beyond June, 1949. 

To District Secretaries 

The Association is restricted by 
postal regulations in the number of 
copies of The Numismatist that may 
be sent to you for promotional work. 
However, additional copies, by sep- 
arate mailing, may be obtained on 
request. Also, you will receive an 
occasional shipment of a few back 
numbers whenever a surplus of such 
copies makes such a distribution pos- 
sible. Please note also that any appli- 
cations for membership must be 
accompanied by a minimum remit- 
tance of dues for a full year. When 
this is not done, a statement must 
be sent to the applicant for balance 
due. Overpayments for the current 
year are credited to advance dues. 

To Members Who Expect to Attend 
the Convention 

It is essential that your hotel reser- 
vation be made at once. Insist on a 
written confirmation and bring it 
with you. If it is necessary for you 
to arrive earlier or later than the 
time marked on the confirmation, 
notify the hotel in advance of your 
arrival. No hotel can suspend its 
normal operation to accommodate a 
convention of any kind, and the 
attendance at our convention has now 
reached the point where it is neces- 
sary to use more than one hotel for 
the accommodation of those in attend- 
ance. The hotels in Boston that are 
being used for the convention are all 
first class hotels and are located in 
the same neighborhood. Those making 
reservation early will naturally have 
the best choice, but there will be no 
inconvenience if you are assigned to 
a hotel other than the one designated 
as Headquarters. 

Upon arrival, and after assignment 
to room, please register with the local 
committee and the General Secretary 
as soon as possible. You will want to 
participate in all of the activities 
arranged and you will have plenty 
of time for individual excursions. 
Most important of all, come prepared 
to have a grand time, and you cannot 
fail to do so if reservations are made 
early and if you leave all of your 
personal cares at home.

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Chase National Bank Exhibits 

Are Always of Topical Interest 

The numismatist who visits New 
York City and fails to see The Chase 
National Bank Collection of Moneys 
of the World, is doing himself a rare 
injustice. If you have visited the 
Exhibit at 46 Cedar Street once, you 
will want to see it again, for it is 
continually changing to keep pace 
with topical events. 

In addition to the main exhibit in 
the spacious rooms at 46 Cedar Street, 
special exhibits are continually being 
shown in other branches of the Bank, 
at educational institutions throughout 
the city and even prepared for busi- 
ness concerns and clubs. 

The loan exhibits are remarkable 
for three things. In the first instance 
they are designed to be exhibited in 
association with some current event. 
Secondly, they are prepared and 
arranged with remarkable profes- 
sional skill; and last but not least, 
is the extraordinary interest they 
command. That kind of interest is 
not usually associated with banking 
institutions. 

I've watched crowds, day after day, 
lined up in front of a special money 
exhibit in the window of the Rocke- 
feller Center Branch of The Chase 
National Bank. The exhibit would 
not necessarily be of great value — 
its attraction would always be in the 
manner in which it was made to 
associate itself with some topical 
event and the skillful method in which 
it was mounted and arranged. 

For the benefit of those who have 
never seen one of these exhibits it 
should be explained that they are 
arranged with an ingenuity that 
includes the ability to associate ideas 
between numismatics and common- 
place subjects. 

For the Bronx Zoo, Curator Vernon 
L. Brown and his assistants, arranged 
an exhibit showing the American 
eagle on coins. The Carnegie Institute 
recently put on an exhibit of prints 
and paintings of sporting events and 
The Chase Bank augmented the 
exhibit with a remarkable display o/ 
coins and paper money associated 
with the same subject. 

A collection of coins portraying 
musicians and musical instruments 
was recently arranged and loaned to 
a music concern in the mid-west. One 
of the most unusual exhibits was 
prepared for the use of blind students 


at the Perkins Institute and so suc- 
cessful was the experiment that it 
was used for the same purpose at The 
Lighthouse, a similar institution in 
New York. 

Week after week special exhibits 
are planned, arranged, loaned out and 
publicized. Very often Mr. Brown has 
to accompany the exhibits and deliver 
talks on numismatic subjects which 
may range from Guerilla Money of 
the Philippines to Coiffures That Are 
Shown on Ancient Coins. 

Visiting hours are from 9 to 4:30. 
Closed Weekends and Holidays. 


New Coins for Monaco

It is reported that Prince Louis II 
of Monaco has just issued a decree 
in the “Official Gazette of Monaco” 
authorizing an issue of new 20 franc 
coins for a total of 10 million francs.

Benzene Removes Scotch Tape 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

During the last war, service men 
picked up paper currency from all 
parts of the world and attached the 
bills, end to end, with “Scotch” tape, 
later finding that the bills could not 
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be separated without ruining them. 

All of these bills can be rescued. 
The Minnesota Mining & Manufactur- 
ing Co., manufacturers of “Scotch” 
tape, suggest that benzene be used 
as a solvent. We have found that 
benzene is very inert to both paper 
and ink, while at the same time it 
is one of the best solvents for the 
adhesive used in such tape. The bills 
that are attached with “Scotch” tape 
should be allowed to soak in benzene 
for 30 minutes. I have tried it on 
various notes and had fine results.

Wonder why 
it’s hardly ever done today for they 
make highly interesting mementoes! 

The death of Thomas L. Elder 
removes one of the most colorful 
figures from the coin collecting world. 
His catalogues were never dull for he 
spiced them with startling observa- 
tions and opinions. He had a remark- 
able fund of knowledge and was 
always willing to share it.

Reams of paper have been used to 
express the opinions of disgruntled 
buyers and the superlatives of the 
sellers, and until all coins have been 
classified by a central classification 
bureau — and condition guara7iteed 
through them — there will be more 
reams of paper used to express the 
several opinions. 

My particular gripe is buying an 
uncirculated coin and receiving a coin 
that is definitely uncirculated but 
corroded to the extent that it should 
not be sold under that classification. 

Showing such a coin and the 
dealer’s misleading classification to 
members usually will make them 
thmk before ordering from that par- 
ticular dealer. 

If enough such misleading classifi- 
cations were posted on the Bulletin 
Boards or exhibited at Coin Club 
Meetings, the situation would auto- 
matically straighten out — and quick. 

Reduce the description by at least 
one grade and if the coin is worth 
that price — you won’t be disappointed 
— however, Caveat Emptor.

But when it comes to the 
semi-rare pieces, I’m stumped. 

I'd be willing to pay five or ten 
times the prices listed in Raymond’s

Canada, 1947 edition, for certain dates 
and mint marks that I need — in 
uncirculated condition. 

But where in the heck can I get 
them? I never see them offered for 
sale. It wouldn’t surprise me to learn 
that dealers are holding these coins 
up, hoping to make us collectors pay 
through the nose at some later date.

Coin Clues to Life in Jndia ^ 
Golden Age 

Under this heading the Illustrated 
Weekly of India, February 22, 1948, 
carried a full page article by Prof. 
A. S. Altekar, head of the Department 
of Ancient Indian History and Culture 
at Benares Hindu University and, 
incidentally, editor of The Journal of 
The Numismatic Society of India. 

The article deals with the finding 
of a hoard of 1821 Gupta gold coins 
at a village called Nagla Chhela, 
Bharatpur State, India, and is called 
one of the most important archaeo- 
logical finds of the 20th century. The 
number of similar coins previously 
known is placed at about 1600. The 
largest prior find, of 300 pieces, was 
lost or melted by the East India 
Company in a mercenary fit. 

The coins were found at the foot 
of a tree, the roots of which had been 
exposed by a stream, by some children 
tending cattle. As usual they did not 
know they were gold and thought 
they were buttons, but it was soon 
discovered they were gold mohurs and 
it is believed that two or three hun- 
dred were melted down before the bal- 
ance was rescued by the authorities. 

Six kings (Chandragupta I, Samud- 
ragupta, Kachagupta, Chandragupta 


II, Kumaragupta I and Kramaditya 
(Skandagupta)) were represented in 
the find and the bullion value is about 
a lakh and a half (of Rupees) 
(approximately $50,000) and while no 
material change in early history is 
made, a number of rare coins are 
included and several legends which 
have heretofore been incomplete are 
now fully readable. 

The exact ownership and where- 
abouts of the hoard at the moment 
are problematical due to the recent 
political changes in India. 

A catalogue (in English) is to be 
prepared describing each coin and 
illustrating as many as 450 repre- 
sentative pieces.

Lunch Bo xes 

Bank of Japan oSicTal^Tav^TPfSTly 
solved the baffling mystery of Japan’s 
rapidly diminishing metal currency, of 
the “Case of the Shiny Aluminum 
Lunch-boxes,” the Japanese Press 
reports. 

The case opened when bank officials 
became alarmed when bank records 
showed that recent issues of five and 
ten sen aluminum coins were not 
returning to the bank. 

The first “clue” came when officials 
learned that ten sen pieces were being 
sold for 13 to 15 sen and the five sen 
for six or sev^en sen apiece on the 
black market. 

Investigation disclosed “new yen” 
profiteers were buying up the light 
aluminum coins and melting them to 
manufacture lunch boxes which they 
were selling for 50 yen on the Ginza. 
The production sheet of the lunch-box 
manufacturers showed that only 20 
yen worth of the coins are required 
to produce one lunch box. 
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Some time ago, the bank issued five 
and ten sen pieces made of lead but 
this was stopped when tinsmiths and 
radio and electrical repairmen used 
the lead coins as solder. 

The only solution to counteract the 
racket is paper currency for the lower 
denominations, bank officials said.

A New Medallic Material 

A whole new field has been opened 
up to the medallist by the introduc- 
tion of a substance novel in medallic 
art. This material consists of a 
starchy substance finely ground to 
which is added sucrose, hydrogenated 
vegetable oil, albumen and the secre- 
tion of the mammary glands of the 
bovine. The substance is struck while 
in a plastic state and heat treated 
afterwards to give it hardness. 



This material was first used in me- 
dallic art by a large well known 
food company in a medal commem- 
orating their Fiftieth Anniversary 
(see illustration). The medal is uni- 
face, 40 mm in diameter and H inch 
thick. It bears the standing figure of 
a female garbed in classical dress. In 
her right hand she ^ears a torch and 
in her left a sheaf of wheat. At her 
feet on either side are sprigs of 
foliage of an undetermined species. It 
bears the legend NABISCO and the 
dates 1898 and 1948 on either side of 
the figure. 

When complimented on the fine 
execution and timeliness of this piece 
the officials of the company responsi- 
ble for its issue replied, “Oh, it’s just 
a little something we cooked up.’’

German currency of the 1923 period when 24c 
of our money was equal to 1 trillion Marks, 
German; the more recent inflation of Greece 
and China. It now takes 1 million Chinese 
dollars to equal $1 U. S.; a 100,000 Lei coin 
of Romania, the largest coin ever issu^ by a 
National Government (3 million Lei were 
equal to $1 U. S.); Hungary, 100 Quintillion 
Pengos (4639 Octillion pengos equalled $1 
U. S.). 

Mr. Brown also showed specimens of U. S. 
Military Payment Certificates, 3rd issue, of 
1948; Pakistan coins of 1 and 2 Annas, 

1/4, and 1 Rupee; and a gold piece struck for 
Saudi Arabia of which 121,000 were struck. 
This country has no paper money, all trans- 
actions being in gold. 

The Chase exhibit is visited by about 15,000 
persons annually. Mr. Brown invited all mem- 
bers, when in New York, to visit the exhibit.

The East India Com- 
pany opened a long chapter of British influ- 
ence in India, and fastened its grip on the 
economy of India by securing the right to 
issue coins for itself, native rulers and the 
company. Even the inscriptions of past rulers 
were used, but always the purity of the silver 
and gold was maintained. Today we were wit- 
nesses to the closing chapter of British influ- 
ence in India so boldly oi>ened by the East 
India Company. 

The meeting decided to ask the Government 
to issue a crown piece next year to commem- 
orate the Royal visit. The meeting closed with 
a pleasant social hour and supper.

Dr. Robinson’s reply was that 
while accumulations of coins from many dif- 
ferent nations were found in ancient Greek 
ruins, all evidence tends to show that the 
holders of these coins were merchants, and 
that neither numismatists nor numismatic 
societies, as such, flourished when the Acropo- 
lis and Parthenon were new.
